representation in both the Senate ami
House of Representatives or" the T'nited
States. The association's delegate fc
the Federation of Citizens' Associations

% "was instructed to do his utmost to have
the federation support this proposal.
Other matters which thn delegate was

instructed to urge upon th<* federation
were the repeal of the Borland amendment.relating to* tin* payment for the
paving of streets, by which the. owners
of the abutting property are oompelled
to pay one-half, and universal transfers
on the street car>lines of the District.
The association also went on record as

favoring a number ot street improvementsfor the Brightwood Park section,
but with the vcnderstandiui: it desired

. these improvements onb* In the event or
the repeal of iJie Korlaml amendment.
The association m.ide i» clear that it d?siredno street impro-ements whatever
this year if that amendment remains in
effect. The Comm'ssio jers were requestednot to go ahead w th any street improvementswhile th» Borland amendmentwas effective.

The Impron7e1r.ep.tr.. Recommended.
These street improv e, nts so recommendedincluideu the ;*iving of Illinois

avenue, from Georgia* avenue to Rock
i Creek Church road: the paving of

Georgia avenjue and the grading and
widening of Kennedy street, Longfellowstreet, Madison street and Hamilton
street.
The association voted in favor of havingan underground system substituted

for the trolley system now in use on
Georgia avemue. from Florida avenue to
the car barn at Bright wood.

E. J. Avers* chief clerk of the Interior
Department, criticised vigorously the
condition of the suburban roads in the
District, particularly as compared with
the roads in aaid near-other < ities of the
country.
The association went on record as

favoring an improvnl lighting system
for Georgia avenue ami as favoring
the motorization of the tire apparatus
safeguarding the Brightw*ood Park
section. An increase in the nay of the
firemen of the District to conform to
the recent increase in the pay of the
policemen was urged. The Commissionerswere requested to establish a
police .station within Brightwood Bark
and to provide a larger school building
to meet the increase in the number of
students.

Advocates.Health Measure.
C. C. Clark recommended that a letterbe sent to the Commissioners adSvocatingthe inspection of all secondhandclothes and furniture sold in the

District. He contended that disease
was frequently spread by the sale of
euch second-hand goods.
The association authorized the president.W. McK. Clayton, to send letters

to Col. Harts, superintendent of public
buildings and grounds, thanking him

* for his interest in the public parks of
* the District, and to P. T. Moran, presidentof the Chamber of Commerce,

thanking him for his work in the interestof having the District selected
as a site for the government armor
plate factory.
The meeting last'night was the first

ever held in the schoolhouse by the
association. Authority for holding the
meeting there was granted under the
new act permitting the use of public
schoolhouses as community forums.
The meeting was the largest the associationhas held. \V. D. Wilson acted
as secretary.

DENIES U-BOAT ATTACK
ON STEAMER KELVINIA

Berlin Declares Also Submarine Did
Not Destroy the Strathtay.
Both Had Americans Aboard.

BERLIN. September 30. by wireless
to Sayville. "Neither the steamer Kelvinianor the steamer Strathtay was
attacked by German submarines, it is
stated by competent authorities." the
Overseas News Agency announces today."Consequently reports in foreign
newspapers alleging that these steamerswere torpedoed by German craft
without warning are untrue."

The British steamer Kelvinia, from
Newport News for Glasgow, was sunk
September 2. The State Department in
Washington was advised September 22
"by the American embassy at London
that the British admiralty had decided
the Kelvinia had been sunk by a mine
and not by a torpedo, as had been reported.
Twenty-eight Americans were on

board the Kelvinia aa hostlers, and all
-were rescued.
The British steamer Strathtay, from

New York for Havre, was sunk September6 in the English channel. It
was reported to Washington that she
had been torpedoed, whether or not

t without warning was not stated. Two
Americana were members of her crew.

12 BRITISH SHIPS SUNK;
NORWAY LOSES STEAMER

BERLIN. September 30..The follow-Jing semi-official announcement has
been made here:
"Eleven British fishing steamships

were sunk by a German submarine in
the North sea. September 23. Four
Belgian lighters were sunk in one day
at the entrance to the English channel
by another submarine."

LONDON, September 30. Lloyds'
agency reports that the British steamer
Rallus has been sunk. The Rallus was
a steamer of 981 tons, built in 1914. She
was owned by the Cork Steamship Company.Her recent movements have not
been reported.
The Norwegian steamer Vindeggen

has been sunk by an Austrian submarine,according to a Iteuter dispatch
from Madrid. Twenty-four of the crew
of the vessel have been landed at I^as
Palmas, Canary Islands.

The Norwegian steamer Vindeggen
measured 1,628 net tons. She was last
reported as leaving Spezia, August 31,for Tyne.
